Japanese Peace Conference 
Ends Today With Signing

SAN FRANCISCO, S ep t 8—(INS) 
—The Japanese peace conference 
ends today with a solemn treaty- 
signing ceremony in San 
F ran ­ 
cisco’s stately W ar Memorial Opera 
House after surm ounting all obsta­ 
cles throw n in Its path by R ussia's 
angry Andrei Gromyko. 
In an apparent last-m inute effort 
to take the edge off the signing by 
48 non com m unist nations from all 
areas of the globe. Gromyko sched­ 
uled a news conference one hour 
before the momentous signing of 
the pact begins. 
The Soviet Deputy Foreign Min­ 
ister, who staged a m elodram atic 
three-m inute w alkout from the par­ 
ley a t its closing business session, 
summoned 
American 
and 
other 
newsm en to hear him at 9 a. rn., 
PDT. 
The signing ceremony, putting a 
form al end to the state of w ar with 
Japan, w as set by Secretary of 
State Dean Acheson for IO a. rn. 
when the conference chairm an ad­ 
journed the storm y Anal working 
m eeting last night. 
Diplomats at the historic confer­ 
ence expressed the view Oromyko 
called the news conference to fire 
a parting shot at the United States 
and Britain for having sponsored 
the treaty which he has condemned 
as a pact "not for peace but for 
w ar.” 
A sm all m inority of the non-Com- 
m unist delegates still speculated 
on the possibility that Gromyko 
m ight use the 
interview 
as the 
medium to make a surprise an ­ 
nouncem ent that Russia will sign 
the treaty. Most diplom ats however 
regarded this as extrem ely unlikely. 
The signing of the treaty puts 
the seal on an unprecedented diplo­ 
matic victory by the free world over

Freedo—— 
LEARN MORE OF ECONOMICS, 
POLITICS, STUDENTS URGED

8 I LOOK back on my own education I find serious gaps. The gaps 
are perhaps better filled today in colleges, but there are not many 
signs of improvement in secondary schools where the vast majority of 
our people end their formal study. 
• 
One field omitted is economics. Only seven per cent of high school 
graduates have had any economics at all. How are those youngsters, 
aa they become citizens, to discuss issues like inflation and Ita causes, 
farm support prices, p r i c e and 
wage control, profits and purchas­ 
ing power? Its a dismal science 
all right, but it sure is an essential 
for a voter today. 
A second field omitted is poli­ 
tics. High schools don’t like to get 
Into forms of local government, 
because that is controversial; and 
aa to methods of election like Pro­ 
portional Representation the same 
thing la true. 
Certainly s t u d e n t s don’t get 
much that would help them under­ 
stand the operation and import­ 
ance of pressure groups, business, 
labor, or agriculture. Teen-agers 
get little to help them appraise in­ 
telligently proposals like Atlantic 
Union or World Federation. 
Both these areas involve human 
relations, because politics and eco­ 
nomics are the extension of human 
relation! in the small groups that 
m a k e up big economies, or big 
* governmental units. Human relations and social skills in dealing with 
people are certainly not part of school curricula that I know anything 
•bout y 
j .The high schools don’t teach much of the way organizations operate, 
how people are picked for employment, or are weeded out, or Ared, or 
promoted or trained. 
Nobody ahowa these youngsters how to persuade others and get 
i things done by a team operation, a community chest for instance. Yet 
thla la the very stuff of our life together in American towns; it ie our 
democracy because it is the story of how we participate in living com­ 
al unities. 
The most Important element that we take into our life work la the 
•value system by which we live. It has been disturbing to find science, 
sociology or philosophy sometimes taught so that in effect there la 
promoted a religion which denies Christianity and Judaism, at the 
same time that those great religions are officially excluded from th# 
aame tax-supported institutions. 
That makes it most welcome that the National Education Associe* 
Hon hat recently taken an enlightened stand on these things. Its Edu­ 
cational Policies Commission reported recently on Moral and Spiritual 
^Values In the Public Schools. 
It declares that the development of moral and spiritual value* la 
basic to all other educational objectives, especially because the war 
And ita aftermath has left a great task of moral reconstruction. 
So thla distinguished group of educators and school administrators 
Insisted that the omission from the classroom of all references to 
veligion and its institutions is to neglect an important part of Ameri­ 
can life.* 
Knowledge about religion is essential for a full understanding of our 
'culture. literature, art, history and current affairs. The Commission 
wishes to be entirely clear that teaching against religion is intolerant 
and Intolerable. 
• 
This report la good and clears away a lot of misconceptions. Ona 
[Aould wish that many of m y own associates in the Protestant Com­ 
munions would concentrate on the affirmative objectives of this report. 
We could well take a leaf from th* book of sonic of our Jewish 
| Brethren, who send their children to public schools, but set up regular 
supplementary schools for the teaching of religion. 
! 
The combination of th at spirit of determination, with a sound public 
school system inspired by the objectives of th** Education Policies Coin* 
mission, would lay a teal foundation for our political and economic Ufa 
and development in the United S tates in these critical days.
